Asper agreement with the Ballona Har- 
bor and Improvement Company, tivey vis- 
ited Baliona yesterday and spent thie. 
greater portion of the day looking oyer this 
little harbor and the surrounding country. 

During the past few days George C. 
Eagles and James Campbell of the Ballona 
company nave deen arranging for the trip. 
They chartered aspecial train and invited 
quite a number of prominent capitalists and 
members ot the board of directurs of the 
Chamber of Commerce to escort the en- 
gineers to Ballona, ind at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning M. L. Wicks and K, Conn, ot 
the Chamber of Commerce, D. Furguson 
E. D. Gibsou.and the tpllowing members of 
the company met atthe Santa Fé Dapot at 
the foot of Second street: L. Mesmer, 
president; J. Bernard, vice-president; James 
Campbell, general manager; George C. 
Eagles, secretary and treasurer, aud. Josep: 
Mesmer, director.

The Supreme Court Upholds Super- 
visors in Denying a License. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—({By the As- 
sociated Press.} The Supreme Court 
of the United States, through Justice 
Field, today rendered an opinion re- 
versing the judgment -in the Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of Cal- 
ifornia discharging Henry Christian- 
sen from the custody of Chief of Police 
Crowley of San Francisco. This 
is a case, Christiansen 
having been arrested for retailing 
liquor without a license, which the 
Police Commissioners of San Fran- 
cisco, under the discretion invested in 
them, refused.
